Sevang Henderson oounty farmers

□oeks in the winter egg laying project 
being conducted over the state by the 
extension dlTlsion of the College of 
Agriculture. They wilt feed and take 
care of their hens according to recom- 
mended practices and keep dally rec- 
ords on the number of eggs ihcy get 
In order to show how good feed and 
the right kind of care help hens lay 
more eggs In winter.
